+» A porsistout writer. in the Pall Mall Gazette, 
froin time to time informs the home public 
that “the Chinese would imake - formidable 
soldiors if property officored. This statement 
-has appeared so often, and in such a variety 
of forms in the above-named journal, na to 
lead to a supposition. that the writer, who. 
ever ho may be, is very. much interested” 
impressing this view upon. the home public. 
No doubt it would seam to ban good pallia- 
tive to any, dieposition on the part of foreign 
nations towards resenting injuries or breaqhes 
of treaty, that. they’should be improssed with 
the strength of the opposition’ which would 
have -té bo oncountered; but the statements 
whieh are ‘from time to: time put forth at 
home on this subject, are gross exaggerations 
upon the facts. ene 
That the, Chincse have of late years paid 
gtoat attention. to tho improvement of their 
naval and military forees, there ia no doubt. 
‘The-deacription--of—the--war junk, which we 
gave in yesterday’s, paper, would be a certain 
indication ‘of .tha, progress which has, been 
made, and, it.is.aleo 1» somo, degree an in- 
dication of the direction in which it has been 
mainlyooked for, and of the point at 
which it ‘is likely to prove of much less 
force than might at first be supposed the 
case. The best guns and rifles’ were intro- 
duced on. board ‘the junk; it was. repaired 
With the. beat"wood ; and made in, the most 
approved atyle ; but- still it was the junk, and 
would no doubt in’ au, engagement proceed 
in the old fashioned way in which junks have 
entered. into. action from tho earliest’ days. 
Even ia tho case of Ruropean built gunboats, 
thera would always bea tendency among the 
Chinese to return to the old ‘traditions, and 
Lthig would be. more so in military matters 
even than in naval, .
